TWENTY-SEVENTH YEAR 


LEGION MEMBERS 
ENTERTAINED 
AT QUEENSTOWN 


The banquet given by the Canadian 
Legion, B. E, S. L., Gleichen Branch, 
in the Queenstown Community Hall 
on Friday evening, April 7th, was an 
occasion of happy moment for nearly 
one hundred returned men anid their 
friends, who were privileged to be 
present, 

Members were present from as far 
as Drumheller, Calgary and Vulcan, 
as wel] as a great many from Glei- 
chen, Milo and other surrounding 
points. Many units of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force were represented, 
and there were present former mem- 
bers of the Imperial forces and the 
American Expeditionary Force. V-t- 
erans were present who had served 
in the Boer War, and the sturdy de- 
fenders of Canada’s pioneer heritage 
in the earlier days of the west |wrre 
represented by Mr. E. J, Cann, of 
Queenstown, a veteran of the Reil| 
Rebellion. 

The guests sat down to a bcounti- 
ful banquet of good things, served 
most appetizingly by the ladies of 
the Que:nstown United Church Ladies 
Aid, Itiwas a far cry from the days 
of bully beef in the dugouts. Nothing 
it seemed, was overlooked that night 
to minister to the pleasure of the ap- 
petite, and the Legionnaries, their 
wives and friends, did justice to the 
offerings of the accomplished cooks of 
the Queenstown distrivt on this oc- 
casion, 

After the serving of the dessert, 
Lieut-Col. A. G, B, Lewis, president 
of the Gleichen Branch, proposed the 
toast to “The King.” ‘This was fol- 
lowed by the toast to fallen comrades, 
observed by a minute of silence. 

Lieut.-Col. Lewis then ‘welcomed 
the comrades and their friends and 
guests, and expressed appreciation of 
the work of the ladies in providing 
such an array of delicacies. In a 
humorous reference he chided some 
of the bachelor members from south 
of the river, intimating that they 
should be more susceptible to the 
charms of the fair sex Hi then re- 
ferred to the proposed legislation of 
the Dominion Government, whereby 
it is proposed that return:d men in 
the civil service who are drawing a 
pension must give up either the job or 
the pension, He protssted strongly 
against any such course, which he 
considered would be a violation of a 
solemn covenant made by the gov- 
ernment to returned men, when they 
had been promised after their return 
from overseas that their efforts at 
earning a liveihood would never be 
used for reducing or cancelling pen- 
gions to which they were entitled by 
reason of disabilites received or con- 
tracted while on military service. 
Civil service positions at low salaries 
had, he contended, been taken at that 
time by many returned men in consid- 
eration of the solemn assurance of the 
government of continuence of jpen- 
sions. He felt the government 
would ‘be taking unfair advantage of 
the. returned men drawing pensions 
at a time when economic security had 
vanisied, and believed the organ.za- 
tion should protest most forcibly a- 
gainst the proposed legislation. 

The toast to the Provincial Com- 
mand was then drunk, and this was 
relied to by Commrade Dr, G, M. 
Carson, of Vulcan, vice-president of 
the Provincial Command. Dr, Car- 
6on expressed appreciation of the-in- 
vitation extended to him to attend, 
and mentioned the many  acquaint- 
ances he had met in the hall, Such 
a banquet as the ladies had provided 
would, he thought, almost persuade 
one that the depression was an illu- 
sion, 

In spite of the conditions in which 
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we find ourselves, he thought there 
wias hope of the future for the 
‘Anglo-Saxon peoples The exper- 
fence of the past justified such hope, 


fWe had probably come, he said, to the 
‘end of the present economic system 
as we know it. Radical thought was 
ramvant, and he had some respect 
he said, for radicals, because they 
pointed the way, but he felt we should 
not follow them too far, nor .too 
fast. Changes in our economic system 
pee contended, should be brought about 
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constitutionally and violence and 
bloodshed avoided.. 

He felt the legion members were 
willing to accept their responsibili- 
ties as citizens and to discharge them 
just as faithfully as they had dis- 
charged their responsibilities over- 
seas when they had «stablished the 
enviable record of the Canadian army 
of never having lost a gun in the 
whole struggle. He thought the pro. 
posed pension legislation weuld be 
greatly, curtailed, and felt the Gov- 
ernment should give particular con- 
sideration to the young fellows whce 
had gone overseas just at a tim 
when they should normally have 
been establishing themselves in the 
peaceful pursuits of life. 

He felt sure there would bea defin- 
ite effort to veach a solution of the 
solder settler problem. Referring 
to the finances of the organiation its- 
self he urged that 8,000 mombers our 
of a total of 40,000 returned men was 
not good enough, and that every re- 
turned man should pay his dues and 
make the organization move off. ctive. 
He urged the extension of the sale of 
poppies on Armistice Day to ineul- 
cate in young peopl: an understend- 
ing of the sacrifice made by the over- 
seas men, He wondered -if the 
armistice of 1918 was what the name 
denoted—only a temporary cessation 
of hostilities, and hoped we should 
yet be able to celebrate a permanent 
peace, 

The toast to the ladies was next 
proposed by Comrade Captain G, H. 
Gooderham in well chosen words. It 
was well known, he said, that al: 
comrades, have, do and will love the 
ladies. He felt how = unfortvnate 
were the bachelor comrad:s, 
iooked avound on the faces of wives 
of many haypily married comrade::. 
The ladies, he said, played the gam 
—had always playzd the game, und 
agre | ot) Dx, Corson that by their 
banquet they had helped ty make 
things seem like prosperity. 

Mrs. Wm. Osler, wwiife of the vice- 
president of the Gleichen Branch, 
thanked Mr. Gooderham and the 
company, and asserted the ladies were 
glad to assist when possible to add 
io the pleasure of the returned rien, 

The toast to the visitors was pro- 
posed by Mr, Stave Williams. . Atte» 
welcoming the visitors he stated the 
organiation was worthy of the finest 
national support, and felt that the 
Gleichen Branch was fortunate in 
their president and vice-president, as 
the combination of English-Scotch 
was a sure guarantee of efficiency 
and economy. 

The toast was replied to by Dy, 
Carson, who again urged support of 
the Legion and of the Provincial Com- 
mand, and delighted the guests with 
an anecdote illustrating that Irish 
blood injected in royal v2i0s vould 
make royalty insubordinate itself.

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FIRE DESTROYS THE 
U.G, G. ELEVATOR 
MONDAY NIGHT 


Fire breaking out about 9 o’clock 
Monday night completely destroyed 
the United Grain Growers elevator 
and about 7,000 bushels of grain’ 
When discovered the blaze was be 
yond control and about ali that could 
be done was to endeavor to save the 
adjoining buildings which was done 
after about two hours of strenuous 
work by the firemen with two lines of 
hose, 

J. W. Drinnan, manager of the ele- 
vator left about 6.30 that evening for 
home and everything seemed to be 
alright then, During the day he had 
loaded several cars of grain and was 
busy around the elevator, Several 
railway freight cars standing by: the 
elevator were pushed away by hand 
and the passenger train arriving from 
the east, the engine was~ unhitched 
and pulled all the cars on the elevator 
track to a place of safety, delaying 
ihe pssenger train about three quart- 
ers of an hour, 

The firemen’s efforts were con- 
centrated on saving the U. G, G. 
office and R, S. McQueen’s coal shed 
which were focated on either side of 
the elevator at a distance of about 30 
feet There was lots of water avail- 
able and by the liberal use of it the 
two buildings were saved, 

There was no wind and as a conse- 
quence the fire shot straight up 
through the top of the elevator to 
a hight as high again as the elevator, 
There being little if any smoke the 
leaping flames made & wonderful sight 
to behold, lighting up the town like 
day. H 
The cause of the firé is unknown. 

The elevator was some 22 years old, 
and was a double affair, that is, an 
iddition had been added to the original 
structure making a total capacity for 
some 50,000 bushels of grain. It is 
Jot known yet if a new elevator will 
be built.

At the last regular meeting of the 
Blackfoot Municipal Council all 
the councillors were present. 

The secretary reposted that Mr, 
P, Rogers, returning officer had ad- 
vised that David Nelson had been 
elected councillor for Division No, 
1 and J, M. Whealey for Division 
No. 2, and M. Bolinger for Division 
No. 3 of the muncipality and that 
these gentlemen had subscribed to

Councillor Thorssen ‘was appoint- 
ed to occupy the chair during the 
election of reeve for the ensuing 
year on motion of Couns, Umbrite 
and Nelson. Mr. Bolinger than 
nominated Mr, Thorssen for the pos- 
tion.

Wheatly 
nominations were closed and Mr, 
Thorssen was declared elected, 

Mr. Thorssen thanked the council 
for the confidence they had placed in 
him by electing him to this office 
and expressed his appreciation for 
the wholehearted support and ¢o- 
operation from the council and 
officials during hs previous term of 
office thereby mking his duties light 
and for that reason it was a pleasure 
for him to act in that capacity.

Britain Rich In Minerals 
Practically Every Known Metal Is 
Found In Empire 
The news that the vast bends of 
iron ore in Northamptonshire are to 
be worked on a great scale calls to 
mind the fact that Britain is still one 
of the richest metal-bearing countries 
in the world. This remains true de- 
spite the fact that during the past 
half-century, the total value of min- 
eraly raised in Groat Britain was 


about three thousand five hundred, 


millions of pounds, Of this, coal 
represents about two-thirds; the rest 
comprises nearly every metal or min- 
eral in common use and a number of 
the rarer ones, Cornwall and Devon 
still produce tin. Immense quantities 
of rich tin ore lie below the surface, 
but so far below it that at present 
the mines cannot compete successful. 
ly with the shallow tin dredgers of 
Malaya and the open workings of 
Bolivia, Cornwall, too, 
antimony and arsenic, to say nothing 
of radium. There is a reef of gold- 
bearing rock under the Forest of 
Dean which contains enough gold to 
pay Britain’s national debt. Under 
present conditions, however, it does 
hot pay to work it.

A Leveon From History 


| Depression Of 1837 Scemed As Hope- 
less As Present One 

Daniel Webster, that famots 
statesman of a century ago, came to 
Detroit in 1837 and delivered a speech 
to 1,500 citizens of the raw and 
bustling community, One passage in 
It will bear quotation, because of its 
striking application to conditions of 
today. He said: 

“In times like these, we find our- 
selves in the midst of a serious finan- 
cial and industrial crisis. It just 
seems inconcelvable that conditions 
can ever right themselves enough to 
have prosperous times in the Country 
again. Trade and industry throughout 
the land are disorganized. Banks by 
the hundreds have failed. Securities 
have fallen to one-half or even one- 
quarter of their former value. 

“The problem of unemployment has 
| become general and in all large cities, 
Special committees have been organ- 
jized to provide food and clothing for 
the poor and unemployed, In addition 
to this effort, some cities have caused 
relief work to be instigated by public 
bodies, ~ Widespread want and dis- 
tress have led to labor strikes. 

“The lessening demand for wheat 
exported to Europe has caused Amer- 
ican wheat to sell in the West for 
less than 50 cents a bushel, Extensive 
competition, lowering prices and un- 
wise speculation have brought about 
a crisis abounding in rumor reports, 
most of which have no foundation and 
do great damage. The renewal of con- 
fidence and the allaying of violent

| than money hoarding, must precede 
business recovery.”

tions in 1933 will be instantly obvious 
to every reader, Yet, although it 
seemed inconceivable to Mr. Webster, 
the United States did pull out of its 
slump, confidence did return, buying 
did increase, unemployment did dis- 
| appear, wheat prices did rise, secur- 
| ity values did return, trade and in- 
| dustry again grew prosperous. And 
for nearly a century they never got 
| quite so bad again. 
| ‘That is one reason why the situa- 
tion of 1933 does not appear hopeless, 
as the situation of 1837 did to Daniel 
| Webster.—Detroit Free Press.

As time passed, and life became more and more complex, this struggle he has had the courage to speak his 


for national domination,—national existence for many,—became more in- 
tense, but, with the progress of education and civilization it developed new 
forms, while not altogether abandoning the old idea of the application of | 
physical force. Thus it came about that man made his great mistake in that | 
he attempted to control forces he cannot control and which it was never in- | 
tended he should control, \ 

The world was created for man,—the whole world for the whole race of 
man. Its climate was varied, and with variations in climate there is varia- 
tion in products and methods of living, each part having something to con- | 
tribute to the welfare of man in other parts, and all going to make up a 
completed whole. But man developed narrow tribal and nationalistic instincts 
and ambitions, hived himself off in groups into compartments, and sought to 
live unto himself, self-satisfied and self-contained, apart from the rest of the 
world. Such a mode of living might succeed for a time, but man was simply 
punishing himself, denying himself many of the benefits and comforts which 
an untrammelled nature intended he should possess and enjoy. The whole 
race of mankind is now paying the penalty for that great error. 

This primary error led to many others, and man set his ingenuity to 
work to overcome the difficulties he had himself «reated, Having defied one 
great law of nature he thought to correct that mistake by defying other 
laws. He conceived the mistaken idea that he could, by the mere enactment 
of his own man-made laws, substitute artificial political boundaries for the 
natural boundaries as defined by geographical facts. He had changed the 
course of rivers, why could he not change the streams of man's intercourse, 
communication and trade with each other? Why could he not change great 
areas of the world’s surface intended by nature for agricultural pursuits into 
great manufacturing centres? Where nature designed that communication 
and trade should flow north and south, with one section the complement 
to the other, why should not man order otherwise and force communication 
and trade to flow east and west in order that it might be confined within 
certain narrow political divisions set up by himself in defiance of nature's 
laws? 

Man thought he could do it, and he proceeded to try, with the result that 
the whole race of man is today mired in a morass of its own making. All 
men and all nations are floundering with no solid ground under their feet, 
{n their difficulties and desperation they still blindly rely upon the enact- 
ment of one man-made policy after another, each a further defiance of 
nature’s immutable laws, to get them out of their trouble, instead of frankly 
acknowledging their initial mistake, wiping out their narrow nationalistic 
policies, and allowing the laws of nature to operate freely wthout restriction 
or attempted control by man, who, after all, cannot contro] them. 

But instead of adopting such a sane and sensible attitude; instead of 
acmitting that the laws of nature are too powerful a force to be ignored and 
defined, we find one group of political thought insisting in all countries that 
the world must persist in the policies in which it has become entangled, 
making them still more restrictive and more all-embracing of the activities 
of man, On the other hand, there is another group of political thought which, 
frankly recognizing the blunders of the past, insists that the only way out is 
lo commit an even greater blunder than has yet been committed, and that 
is to largely deprive man of his individuality, destroy his God-given powers 
of initiative and self-government, and submerge him in the political State

Churchill Townsite Crown Prince Not Wanted 


Opened 


Pian Prevents Any Speculation In 
Town Property 

Since 1927-Churchill has been a gi- 
gantic construction camp, but it now 
enters upon its career as terminal 
port of the Hudson Bay route. Am- 
ple space is reserved at the port for 
railway, harbour and other Dominion 
- services. The townsite proper is own- 
ed by the Province of Manitoba, 
whose government has planned the 
town. 

In the provincial legislature recent- 
ly it was announced by the Minister 
of Natural Resources, that applica- 
tions are now being received for town 
lots. Ownership of these lands will be 
retained by the Government; lots will 
be leased, not sold. Prices are $100 a 
year for business lots and $25 for 
residential, rents to be subject to re- 
vision at the end of ten years, After 
twenty years, revision of rental will 
take place only once in ten years, 
Lessees will be required. to build 
within a year. Plans of buildings are 
to he subject to approval of the au- 
thorities, and construction is to be 
begun only after permit has been ob- 
tained. Buildings must be highly fire- 
resistant and insulated against cold. 
Transfer of lease will be subject to 
Official approval. 

Thus will be brought into effect the 
policy indicated from the time when 
Churchill was chosen as the port, 
that of continued public ownership of 
the land, and lease, not sale, of lots. 
This policy has made impossible traf- 
fic in town lots which otherwise 
might have become active in view of 
the high hopes entertained of the suc- 
cess of the new route and of the fact 
that about forty-five millions of dol- 
lars have been expended in railway 
and harbour construction. 


Cars and Tractors On Farms 


Number Has More Than Doubled 
In Last Ten Years 

Automobiles and motor trucks on 
farms more than doubled in the 10- 
year period 1921-31, says a report of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
There is one automobile for every 
2.27 Canadian farms, 

Farms reporting tractors increased 
from 43,578 to 97,176, an increase of 
123 per cent.; tractors increased from 
47,455 to 105,269 or 121.8 increase. 
There is one binder for every 1.69 
farms, and one threshing machine for 
every 9,64 farms, 

One farm in 6.08 has a radio, one 
in 3.11 has a telephone, one in 12.0 
has water piped in the kitchen and 
one in 20.17 farms has water piped in 
the bathroom, 

The number of head of cattle in 
Canada last year is estimated at 8,- 
611,100, a gain of more than half a 
million head over the prevous year,

| When the German embassy ap- 
proached the foreign office in London 
they were told that the inquiry would 
have to be referred to much higher 
quarters. 

These quarters were consulted, and 
the answer was an emphatic “NO.” 

The embassy communicated the de- 
cision to Berlin and the ex-crown 
prince was informed. 

Accordingly, although he is now 
unofficially described as a “private in- 
dividual’’ with all the liberties of a 
private individual, he will not be go- 
ing to England.

Should Grow Barley 


Canada Must Concentrate On High 
Grade Feeding Barley 

“Canada must concentrate on high- 
grade feeding barley if she would ex- 
pand her share of the world barley 
market,” states Professor H. C, 
Grant on behalf of the Manitoba De- 
partment of Agriculture in a barley 
survey issued by the Empire Market- 
ing Board. 

Figures showed the world’s con- 
sumption of barley since 1909 had 
considerably decreased and Canada 
was having a more difficult time than 
other Empire countries in disposing 
of her surplus crop. 

Since the war there had been a 
competitive struggle for first place in 
the barley trade between Canada, 
| United States and Rumania, with 
Russia coming once more rapidly to 
the fore. ‘‘Her progress is in great 
part,” declares the survey, ‘‘due to 
the ruthless lowering of prices, re- 
gardless of cost, in order to secure 
| the market.”

Eskimos Have Own Method Of Treat- 
ing Surgical Cases 

Native surgery among Eskimos of 
Baker Lake, in the North West Terri. 
tories, may not conform to the stan- 
dards of Canadian universities—but it 
is effective. Or, is it? Let the annual 
report of the Royal Canadian Mount- 
ed Police tell its own story. 

Corporal Nichols, of the Baker 
Lake detachment, hieing forth on a 
surveying expedition through bliz- 
zards, head winds and ground drifts, 
arrived at an Eskimo encampment 
| somewhere in the neighborhood of 
| Chesterfield Inlet. In the camp was 
the 12-year-old son of Neuktuk, wear- 
| ing a bandage around his neck. Cor- 
| poral Nichols reports: 
“Looking closer I found this band- 
| age to be the skin of a bird placed 
against a healed-up cut. Neuktuk in- 
formed me that the lad had had a 
swelling in the neck, so he (Neuk- 
| tuk) jabbed his pocket-nife into the 
swelling to let the air out. The 
wound, despite much dirt, had healed 
needing no further attention.” ’ 

The constable adds if this had oc- 
curred to a white person, ‘‘serious 
complications would have set in.”

Quality Cattle For Market 
Label Beef Association Of 
Southern Alberta 

The Government of the Province of 
Alberta has recently introduced a 
hew feature in connection with the 
marketing of cattle. This feature is 
the marking of live cattle for mar- 
ket with a registered trade mark on 
each animal, The trade mark will be 
“RL” in a six-inch circle in red paint 
and will stand for ‘Red Label.” The 
Red Label Beef Association of South- 
ern Alberta has secured a ‘Federal 
Government trade mark for Red La- 
bel beef animals, The trade maric can 
only be used on animals which grade 
up to a certain standard and the de- 
velopment is expected to he particu- 
larly important in the marketing of 
Alberta cattle in Great Britain, 

Another report from the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture states 
that the Province had a heavy year 
in hog marketings in 1932 and has 
come to be recognized as one of Can- 
ada’s principal hog-raising provinces. 
More than 1,000,000 head, or over 34 
per cent. of the total for all Canada, 
went to market last year from farms 
in Alberta, an increase in the provin- 
cial proportion from 25.63 per cent. 
three years ago. Last year 580,000 
head of live hogs were shipped out, 
mostly to Eastern Canada, and 425,- 
000 head were slaughtered within the 
province,
